SUMMARY 

Early  September  dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  use  milk,  as  announced  by 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board,  were  generally  unchanged  to  slightly  higher.    Less  than 
one  market  in  10  reported  changes  from  August.    The  number  of  upward  price  changes 
were  reported  as  follows:    home  delivery  quarts,  13;  out-of-store  quarts,  l6;  half- 
gallons,  17;  and  gallons,  7«    The  number  of  downward  changes  in  prices  were: 
home  delivery  quarts,  2;  out-of-store  quarts,  7;  half -gallons,  13;  and  gallons,  3* 

The  average  price  for  milk  for  fluid  use  as  reported  in  about  l60  markets  in 
the  United  States  was  $5«^1  per  hundredweight.    This  is  6  cents  more  than  August 
but  2  cents  less  than  September  1962.    The  average  this  month  is  also  13  cents  per 
hundredweight  below  the  September  1957-61  average.    By  regions,  most  averages  were 
either  unchanged  or  higher.    The  East  South  Central  Region,  with  a  1-cent  per 
hundredweight  decline,  was  the  only  exception.    The  Middle  Atlantic  Region,  with 
a  17-cent  per  hundredweight  increase,  made  the  greatest  upward  change.    Other  gains 
per  hundredweight  from  August  were:    South  Atlantic,  k  cents;  West  South  Central, 
3  cents;  Mountain,  2  cents;  and  East  North  Central,  1  cent.    Regions  which  were 
unchanged  from  August  were:    New  England,  West  North  Central,  and  Pacific. 
Important  differences  in  the  average  from  a  year  earlier  levels  were:    West  South 
Central  States,  down  1^  cents;  Middle  Atlantic,  11  cents  lower;  East  North  Central, 
9  cents  less;  West  South  Central,  Ik  cents  higher;  and  West  North  Central,  up 
12  cents. 

Single  quart  home  delivery  prices  for  the  most  common  grade  of  whole  milk  in 
25  major  cities  in  early  September  averaged  27.2  cents       unchanged  from  August 
but  two-tenths  of  a  cent  above  September  1962.    The  average  this  month  is  also 
1.2  cents  per  quart  higher  than  the  September  1957-61  average.    An  increase  of  a 
cent  per  quart  for  milk  in  some  outlets  in  the  New  York  Metropolitan  market  was 
the  only  reported  change  this  month. 

July  whole  milk  sales  (preliminary)  in  8l  State    and  Federal  marketing  areas 
on  an  average  daily  basis  were  1  percent  below  June,  but  k  percent  above  July 
last  year.    Skim  milk  sales  during  June  in  80  areas  were  k  percent  less  than  May 
but  k  percent  more  than  June  a  year  ago.    Milk  and  cream  mixture  sales  (half-and- 
half)  in  75  areas  for  June  dropped  6  percent  from  May  and  were  6  percent  under 
June  1962.    Sales  of  other  fluid  cream  items  in  76  areas  (average  daily)  for  June 
declined  5  percent  from  May  and  were  6  percent  lower  than  June  a  year  ago.  Total 
fluid  product  sales  in  79  areas  during  June  decreased  8  percent  from  May  but  were 
only  fractionally  under  June  1962.    Receipts  per  person  in  86  areas  for  July  were 
3  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Per  producer,  receipts  averaged  79^  pounds 
per  day  or  9  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 
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Nev  England  dealers'  buying  prices  for  fluid  milk  in  early  September  averaged 
$6.24  per  hundredweight  —  unchanged  from  both  August  and  a  year  earlier.  Most 
markets  in  the  region  reported  no  change  from  August  in  dealers'  or  consumers' 
prices.    In  New  Hampshire,  a  2-cent  increase  in  store  half -gallons  occurred  in  the 
Concord  and  Portsmouth  areas.    At  Burlington,  Vt.,  dealers'  buying  prices  are  not 
currently  determined  but  consumer  prices  for  home  delivered  milk  and  for  milk  in 
some  stores  were  up  1  cent  per  quart. 

Middle  Atlantic  Region  dealers'  Class  I  prices  in  early  September  averaged 
$5*96  per  hundredweight.    This  is  17  cents  more  than  in  August  but  11  cents  less 
than  September  1962.    Class  I  prices  in  the  New  York-New  Jersey  Marketing  area 
were  up  2k  cents  per  hundredweight  from  August.    Home  delivery  and  store  prices  at 
Albany  and  Binghamton  were  unchanged.    Home  and  store  prices  in  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  market  were  about  a  half -cent  per  quart  higher.    Northern  New  Jersey 
home  delivery  quarts  gained  1  cent  from  August  but  store  quarts  were  in  some  cases 
reduced  2  cents  and  half -gallons,  3  cents.    All  reporting  Pennsylvania  markets, 
with  the  exception  of  Pittsburgh  and  Philadelphia,  reported  gains  of  kO  cents  per 
hundredweight  in  dealers'  buying  prices  and  1  cent  per  quart  in  both  home  and 
store  prices. 

Prices  for  fluid  use  milk  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  in  early  September, 
at  $U-51  per  hundredweight  averaged  1  cent  above  August  but  9  cents  below  a  year 
earlier.    Compared  with  August,  Alton,  111.  dealers'  buying  and  home  delivery  prices 
were  practically  unchanged  but  unsettled  price  conditions  in  the  market  have 
resulted  in  substantial  reductions  in  some  store  prices  with  little  change  in  others. 
Peoria,  111.  dealer  prices  are  not  currently  determined,  but  store  half -gallons 
advanced  k  to  7  cents,  while  gallons  were  from  8  cents  lower  to  10  cents  higher. 
All  Rock  Island,  111.  prices  were  unchanged  except  for  a  1-cent  gain  in  store  quarts. 
Detroit  Class  I  prices  are  not  currently  determined.    Out-of -store  quarts  were  down 
1  cent  and  half -gallons,  1  to  2  cents  lower ;  other  prices  were  unchanged.  Beloit, 
Wis.  Class  I  prices  were  unchanged,  but  out-of -store  quarts,  in  some  cases,  increased 

1  cent.    Half -gallon  store  price  changes  ranged  from  2  cents  lower  to  2  cents 
higher,  while  gallons  were  unchanged  to  k  cents  less.    Green  Bay,  Wis.  Class  I  prices 
remained  at  the  August  level  but  store  and  home  delivered  quarts  were  1  cent  less 
and  store  half -gallons  were  down  2  to  3  cents. 

Dealers'  average  buying  prices  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  in  early 
September,  averaged  $4.37  per  hundredweight.    This  is  the  same  as  in  August  but 
12  cents  higher  than  in    September  1962.    Burlington, • Iowa  prices  were  unchanged 
from  August,  except  for  a  2-cent  decline    in  store  half -gallons .    Des  Moines,  Iowa 
Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  in  August  but  consumer  prices  advanced  1  cent  per 
quart  for  all  container  sizes.    Unsettled  price  conditions  were  reported  in  the 
St.  Louis  area  but  actual  price  differences  have  not  been  given.    Springfield,  Mo. 
fluid  use  prices  were  virtually  unchanged, but  reported  quart  and  half -gallon  prices 
advanced  2  cents.    Topeka,  Kans.  dealer  prices  were  unchanged  but  prices  for  home 
delivered  quarts  advanced  1  cent.    Store  quarts  were  up  1  to  3  cents;  half -gallons , 

2  to  5  cents;  and  gallons,  8  to  9  cents. 


South  Atlantic  Region  Class  I  prices,  at  an  average  of  $5^95  per  hundredweight 
in  early  September,  were  k  cents  higher  than  August  and  3  cents  above  a  year 
earlier.    Wilmington,  Del.  Glass  I  prices  were  the  same  as  August  but  some  home 
delivered  quart  prices  were  down  1  cent  and  store  half -gallons,  2  cents.  Baltimore 
prices  were  unchanged  except  for  reductions  of  2  cents  per  container  for  store 
quarts  and  half -gallons .    Charleston  and  Huntington,  W.  Va.  Class  I  prices  advanced 
80  cents  per  hundredweight.    Reported  consumer  prices  were  unchanged  except  in 
Huntington,  where  gallons  out-of- stores  ranged  from  12  cents  higher  to  1  cent  lower. 
Charleston,  S.  C.  fluid  use  milk  prices  were  unchanged  to  kO  cents  per  hundredweight 
lower;  all  other  prices  remained  at  August  levels.    Atlanta,  Ga.  Class  I  prices 
were  reduced  Ik  cents  per  hundredweight.    Store  prices  were  down  1  cent  per  quart, 
2  cents  for  half -gallons,  and  8  cents  for  gallons.  The  Tampa-St.Petersburg,ELa>  marJasts 
reported  store  half -gallons,  in  some  instances,  down  2  cents  for  the  only  change. 

East  South  Central  Region  dealers'  buying  prices  averaged  $5«35  per  hundred- 
weight in  early  September.    This  is  1  cent  above  August,  but  7  cents  higher 
than  September  last  year.    Paducah,  Ky.  Class  I  prices  were  the  same  as  August  but 
consumer  prices  for  store-purchased  quarts  were  down  1  cent;    half -gallons  declined 
1  to  2  cents.    Chattanooga,  Tenn.  reported  an  increase  of  2  cents  for  some  quart 
sales  out-of -stores  but  all  other  prices  were  unchanged.    Memphis,  Tenn.  store 
half-gallons  were  in  some  cases  off  3  cents  for  the  only  change  in  the  market. 
Nashville,  Tenn.  prices  increased  1  cent  for  quarts  sold  out-of-stores;  other 
prices  in  this  market  were  unchanged. 

Dealers'  average  buying  prices  in  the  West  South  Central  Region  averaged  $5*5^ 
per  hundredweight  in  early  September.    This  is  3  cents  above  August  and  lk  cents 
greater  than  September  1962.    Class  I  prices  in  Little  Rock  were  5  cents  per 
hundredweight  less  than  August,  but  home  delivery  quarts  were  up  1  cent,  while  some 
store  quarts  and  all  half -gallon  prices  were  up  a  cent  per  quart.    Tulsa,  Okla. 
dealer  prices  were  unchanged  but  store  half -gal  Ions  dropped  3  cents.    Dallas,  Tex. 
dealers'  buying  prices  were  increased  slightly  but  some  store  quarts  and  all 
half -gallons  were  down  1  cent  per  quart. 

In  the  Mountain  States,  the  average  price  for  fluid  use  milk  in  early 
September  was  $5*26  per  hundredweight  —  2  cents  more  than  last  month  and  8  cents 
above  September  1962.    There  were    no  important  changes  reported  in  either  dealers' 
buying  prices  or  consumer  prices  in  the  region. 

Pacific  Coast  States  dealers*  buying  prices  averaged  $5*31  P^r  hundredweight 
in  early  September.    This  is  unchanged  from  August  but  1  cent  below  the  year 
earlier  figure.    No  sizable  difference  in  market  prices  were  reported  for  this 
geographic  division.

SALES  OF  MILK  AND  CREAM  AND  RECEIPTS  FROM  PRODUCERS  IN  CERTAIN  MARKETING

Average  daily  sales  of  whole  milk  (preliminary)  in  8l  State  and  Federal 
marketing  areas  during  July  were  81.9  million  pounds.    This ,is  1  percent  under 
June  but  h  percent  above  the  average  daily  sales  of  78.8  million  pounds  in  July 
I962.    Both  June  of  this  year  and  July  last  year  had  5  Sundays  "but  July  19^3  had 
only  k.    Most  home  delivery  routes  and  stores  do  not  operate  on  Sunday.  Cumu- 
lative sales  for  the  period  January  through  July-  were  1.8  percent  higher  than  in 
the  first  half  of  I962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  whole  milk  sales  during  "both 
May  and  June  was  3*53  percent,  compared  with  3*5^  in  June  a  year  ago. 

Sales  of  skim  milk  during  June  increase  V  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

June  sales  of  skim  milk  products  in  80  marketing  areas  declined  ^  percent 
from  May  "but  were  I4  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Compared  with  June  I962, 
sales  were  up  in  30  of  the  1^  market  groupings.    Markets  or  marketing  areas  are 
grouped  to  represent  States  as  closely  as  possible.  Skim  milk  deliveries  were 
about  the  same  in  1  market  group  but  lower  in  13,    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first 
6  months  of  1963  were  7  percent  higher  than  in  1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of 
sales  of  skim  milk  was  1.2*4-  percent  in  June,  compared  with  1.23  in  May  and  1.20  in 
June  a  year  ago. 

Half  and  half  sales  off  6  percent  from  June  1962 

In  75  marketing  areas,  average  daily  milk  and  cream  mixtures  sales  (half  and 
half)  during  June  were  down  6  percent  from  May  and  were  also  6  percent  below  a 
year  earlier.    Of  the  ^4-0  market  groupings,  sales  were  lower  than  June  of  last  year 
in  30,  with  declines  of  more  than  5  percent  in  17.    Sales  were  about  the  same  as 
June  1962  in  2  but  higher  in  8.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  first  half  of  this  year 
were  1  percent  lower  than  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  during  June  6  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier 

Sales  of  fluid  cream  products  other  than  mixtures  in  76  marketing  areas 
during  June  (on  average  daily  basis)  were  f£  percent  lower  than  last  month  and  6 
percent  below  June  a  year  earlier.    Of  the  6  most  important  market  groupings, 
declines  from  a  year  earlier  were  as  follows:    Southeastern  New  England,  9  percent; 
Connecticut,  1  percent;  Philadelphia,  11  percent;  the  Northern  Ohio  group,  6 
percent;  and  Chicago,  9  percent.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  cream  sales  during 


June  was  23.8  percent,  compared  with  2k. 0  percent  in  May  and  23.9  percent  in  June 
1962.

June  total  fluid  sales  fractionally  lover  than  last  year 

Average  daily  sales  of  all  fluid  products  in  79  areas  during  June  vere  8  percent  under  May  but  only 
a  fraction  of  a  percent  less  than  June  1962.    Cumulative  sales  for  the  period  January- June  I963  were  2 
percent  greater  than  the  same  period  for  1962.    The  average  milkfat  test  of  sales  of  all  fluid  products 
during  June  was  3»6l  percent,  compared  with  3-62  percent  in  May  and  ^.6h  percent  in  June  a  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  producers  during  July  up  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier 

Average  daily  receipts  from  producers  in  86  marketing  areas  during  July  were  3  percent  above  July  I962. 
Receipts  per  producer,  at  79^  pounds  per  day,  were  9  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

August  milk  production  fractionally  below  last  year 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  during  August  totaled  102  billion  pounds.    This  is  O.k  percent 
below  August  1962  but  about  the  same  as  the  1957-61  average  for  the  month  a  year  earlier.  Production  per 
cow  during  August  averaged  613  pounds,  2.5  percent  more  than  in  August  1962  and  10  percent  greater  than 
the  August  1957-61  average.    Production  per  capita  for  August,  at  1.73  pounds  per  day,  was  0.12  pound  less 
than  July  and  compares  with  I.76  pounds  daily  in  August. 
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
